PECAN CROP IS 
ENDANGERED BY 
RARE. NEW PEST 


The importance of pecans as 
a cash crop in Alabama has in- 
creased tremendously during 
the past few years, says Walter 
Hf. Grimes, API Extension Sur- 
vey Entomologist, 

In iact, Alabama has btcome 
recognized as one of the lead- 
ing pecan producing _ states. 
Until recently this crop could 
be produced successfully with- 
oul carrying out a rigid pest 
control program. However, in- 
dications show this must be 
worked’ into the over-all pro- 
duction schedule in order to 
produce pecans profitably. 


Several inse set a light 
eron, last year, which was con- 
Sidered a good pecan year. 


Many growers in central Ala- 
bama suffered tremendous los- 
ses from its attacks. In some 
areas from one-half to 
thiuds of the nuts were 
stroyed. 

One reason attacks by this 
insect are so sey 3 that the 
pecan nut casebearer has the 
ability to conceal itself until a 
major part of damage is

done. The insect passes ihe 
winter in the larval stage in a 
very inconspicious case near 
Usé base of the pecan bud 
where it joins the stem, 

Ba 2 two or three gen- 


éradons of ‘this insect appear, 
but the only one causing eco- 
nomic damage is the first. 

Control of the pecan nut 
casebearer is not a simple pro- 
cess, nor is it inexpensive. 
However since the first gener- 
ation is the only one that cau- 
ses severe damage, efforts 
should be concentrated during 
May and early Jum: when the 
eggs are hatching at a maxi- 
mum rate. If eggs cannot be 
found, trees should be sprayed 
soon after the nuts are formed 
and the tips have started to 
turn brown. 

Materials that have given 
good results in the control are 
DDT, at the rate of two pounds 
of 50 percent wettable in 100 
gallons of water, and malath- 
ion, at the rate of three pounds 
of 25 percent wettable in 100 
gallons of water. A second ap- 
plication may be required one 
week after the first.

(1) Advertising is news, it 
yn the reader wants about where he can 
he wants at the prices he wants to pay, and 


if advertising didn’t prowide a service to the reader it 
wouldnt be published: (2) Advertising revenue is the 
backbone of any newspaper, By contrast, the money from 


circulation would cperate The Elba Clipper about two days 
out of each month. lf it were not for advertising, each issue 
of a newspaper would cost as much‘as a book. 

An important fact in the newspaper's efforts to serve its 
readers is not only that advertising is the backbone of the 
newspeper business, but the amount of advert ising in each 
issue of a newspaper determines the amount of news in 
that issue. Last Saturday The Montgomery Advertiser had 
18 pages, but the next day, Sunday, had 52 pages with a- 
bout three times as much news, The reason was the differ- 
ence in the amount of advertising. 

The same precedure of operation holds true on the smal- 
ler newspapers including The Elba Clipper: the more ad- 
vertising, the more news, although to a casual observer it 
does not seem (hat way. Anyone who has any questions on 
this point is invited to stop at The Clipper office and talk 
it over 

And now to the point, which most often raises doubts in 
the minds of newspaper patrons. Every week the question 
is asked: “Why didn’t you use all that news article I took 
to you?” Every editor, whether of a 60-page daily or an 
eight-page weekly, always has more news submitted than 
he has space in which to put it. 

Therefore, when The Elba Clipper has a thousand inches 
of reading matter submitted, and only 560 inches in which 
to put it, there is only one procedure left: select the news 
of the greatest interest to the most people, then if there is 
still too much l each news 
item and condense the into the least possible space. 

This explains why so many news items published in The 
Elba Clipper are cut down in size, The same thing happens 
daily on The Montgomery Advertiser, The Dothan Ea

Coffee county farmers, co- 
operating with the Wiregrass 
Soil Conservation District, re- 


cently voted to set up their 
own independent district, 
known as the Coffee County 


Soil Conservation District. 


In making the announce- 
ment, Julian Brown, State Soil 
Conservation Committee, of 
Montgomery, said 98 percent of 
those voting were in favor of 
creating the new county dis- 
trict. 


Brown said that the opinion 
of the farmers and others in- 
terested in the program was 
that the county district would 
lead to closer cooperation  a- 
mong the agencies and better 
Support for the soil and water 
conservation programs. The old 
district consisted of Geneva, 
Dale, Houston, Pike, Henry and 
Coffee counties with one su- 
pervisor in each, 

The new district has offical- 
ly been named the Coffee 
County Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict. The following five land- 
Owners of Coffee county have 
been appointed by the State 
Soil Conservation Committee 
to serye as supervisors and di- 
rect the alfairs of the district: 

Charles A. Mallory, Kinston; 
Marion J, Sanders, Rt, 2, Brun- 
didge; Ira Allen, Rt. i; New 
Brockton; Elmer Bryan, Rt. 2, 
Elba; and Martin Moates, Rt. 
1, Enterprise. 

These supervisors serve with- 
out pay, although the Soil 
Conservation Districts Law of 
Alabama places legal responsi- 
bility on them for the develop- 
ment and promotion of a good 
Soil and’ water conservation 
program. Their only renumera- 
tion is the satisfaction that 
they may have in helping save 
our soil and water for future 
generations, 

Brown said that other coun- 
fies are also converting to the 
County District system.

65 CHILDREN IN 
COFFEE COUNTY 


At the end of March the Gof- 
fee County Department of Pen- 
sions and Security was giving 
Social service to 65 children in 
45 families, 
ceiving 


who were not re- 
financial payments 
from the agency, Mrs. Grace 
M, Ebert, Director, said today 
in point up this important 
phase of department operation, 


“The Department of Pens- 
fons and Security is the big- 
pest social welfare agency in 
the county,” she declared, and 
social service is piven to many 
persons who are not in econo- 
mic need, as well as to those 
who seek aid or pensions.” 


Explaining further what is 
meant by service, Mrs. Ebert 
said it ranged from work with 
children in adoption homes 
and institutions to family 
counseling and helping parents 
develop an understanding of 
disturbed or delinquent chil- 
dren, 


Of the cases served in March 
14 children were in adoptive 
homes. The county department 
according to the director, is re- 
sponsible, for continuing this 
Supervision and for reporting 
to the courts to be sure the ad- 
justment. is satisfactory prior 
to the issuance of a final de- 
cree 


Another 25 children were in 
their own homes, Mrs, Ebert 
said, Some of them, might have 
been termed “pre-delinquent”, 
they had been in difficulty at 
school, had run away, or had 
been referred to Juvenile 
courts, The child welfare work- 
er was helping them and their 
parents to iron out their pro- 
blems and to prevent actyal 
conflict with the law. 14 chil- 
dren being sérved were ‘in Ye- 
lated homes and 2 in free un- 
related homes, 

10 In Institutions 

The next largest group of 
children served were the more 
than 10 in child-caring insti- 
tutions, the Director pointed 
out. County workers have a 
wide range of responsibilities 
in this area, Their job is to re- 
cognize, for instance, that the 
four family children, whose 
mother has tuberculosis and 
whose father is in Kilby, could 
not accept placement in a fos- 
ter home. The county depart- 
ment must work with the chil- 
dren before institution place- 
ment, explain their needs to 
the institutions, keep in touch 
with them while in institut- 
ional care, and be alert to the 
chance for them to return to 
their community when _ rela- 
tives can take them or their 
own home can be re-establish- 
ed.
